drive the insurgents had captured 
15,000 square miles of territory, oc- 
cupied 500 government towns and 
taken 60,000 prisoners. 


First the insurgent foothold on 


the Mediterranean was broadened 
Jan. 13 when Tortosa fell. Two 
days later Tarragona was captured, 
giving Franco control of Tarragona 
province, just south of Barcelona.

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Would Raise Hunting License 


Fees to Provide for Public 
Hunting and Fishing Grounds

Madison — A conservation pro- 


gram designed to expand the al- 
ready gigantic efforts to conserve 
and to replenish Wisconsin's nat- 
ural resources has been drafted and 
is now ready for submission to the 
state legislature by the state con- 
servation department and affiliat- 
ed groups of Wisconsin sportsmen, 
it was announced today. 


While the question of conserva- 


tion is not as exciting as some of 
the other matters treated in Wis- 
consin's legislative halls, it holds a 


, tremendous interest for thousands 


of sportsmen and other thousands 
of civic-minded citizens who are 
working in clubs and federations of 
many kinds. 


Foremost 
of the 
organizations 


which will face the legislature with 
A series of legislative suggestions is 
the Wisconsin Conservation con- 
gress, made up of county ad- 
visory committees of 
sportsmen 


who consult with the state conser- 
vation commission in fish and game 
regulations and policies. 


Public Hunting Grounds 


Most significant of the six point 


program proposed by that organi- 
zation is a proposal to set up a, 
scries of public hunting and fishing 
grounds throughout Wisconsin, the 
cost of which would be borne by 
an increase in the resident hunting; 
license to $2. 


A bill embodying a definite plan 


for the acquisition of public hunt- 
ing and fishing grounds has already 
been drafted and will be presented 
to the 1939 legislature, according to 
official announcement here. 


"The longer a program of this 


kind is delayed, the greater will be 
the ultimate price which will have 
to be paid to arrange and perpet- 
uate such a system." according to 
H. W. McKenzic. director of the 
conservation department. 


McKenzie points out 
that 
the 


number of licensed hunters in Wis- 
consin has Rrown from 100.000 to 
225,000 in Wisconsin in the last 30 
years, but that the available hunt- 
ing grounds have diminished con- 
stantly. "The only maner jn which 
a public hunting»grounds can .be 
successfully consummated for _the 
state is through the acquisition of 
suitable lands on a long-time lease 
plan." 


A leasing rather than a purchase 


program would be advisable, Mc- 
Kenzie believes, in areas of the 
state where much land has been re- 
moved from the tax rolls and the 
remaining 
property 
owners are 


burdened by high taxes. In such 
areas long-term contracts would be 
entered into with owners at rates 
which would help the land-owner 
to pay his taxes. 


Employment of at least 25 public 


hunting grounds supervisors would 
be necessary, and'they could act as 
game managers as well as patrol- 
men for the areas, McKenzie said. 


Public fishing grounds would be 


a part of the program because large 
acreages of lands included in the 
system would border fishing waters, 
the conservation department chief 
added. 


The first draft of the bill which 


would set up the machinery for 
this program provides that the fee 
for a hunting license be ''$2 and 
that one half of that sum be used 
exclusively for the hunting grounds 
plan. It is estimated that a proper 
program would entail the acquisi- 
tion of more than 500,000 acres of 
land. 


General License 


It has been pointed out that the 


conservation congress has approved 
the plan. Since that time, accord- 
ing to a recent statement from the 
council, "the executive council has 
been pushing vigorously in favor 
of the program." 


Other important points in the 


congress* legislative program in- 
clude: 


1. 
General fishing license. 
A 


measure requiring that all persons 
over the age of 18 who desire to 
fish in the inland waters of Wis- 
consin buy a license at SI. (Assem- 
blyman Julius 
Soearbreaker of 


Clintonville has also incorporated 
this in one of his own bills.) 


2. Modification of fines. To nro- 


vide for the amelioration of fines 
imposed for minor and technical 
violations of the fish and game laws 
and a stiffer penalty for violations 
of the deer law. probably a mini- 
mum penalty of $50 and thirty days 
in jail or both for each animal in- 
volved. (It was pointed out that 
under present law the penalty may 
be the same for a violation involv- 
ing one deer or a dozen.) • 
* 3. ^Licensing minno%v dealers. A 
graduated fee according to the 
amount of business done by the 
dealer, ranging from S100 for those 
doing a business of $5.000 or more 
to $1 for those whose 
business 


amounts to $200 or less per year.

Tree License 


4. Christmas tree regulation. A 


measure to supervise and regulate 
the Christmas tree industry by re- 
quiring that a tag, for which the 
fee will be five cents, be placed up- 
on every specimen offered for sale 
within the state. Such regulation, 
it is hoped, will prevent useless de- 
struction of trees and encourage 
home industry. 


5. Slash disposal. An improve- 


ment and restatement of the pres- 
ent slash disposal law, which is 
now supposed to. be too ambiguous 
for strict enforcement. 


There will be other legislative 


proposals on conservation matters 
dumped into the laps of assembly- 
men and senators this winter. The 
Wisconsin wild-life federation, an 
organization combining dozens of 
private conservation 
organizations, 


has established

Madison for the legislative session, 
while the conservation group of the 
Wisconsin Federation of Women's 
clubs has also formulated a pro- 
gram.

schools for every 100 rural pupils, 
it was disclosed. 


The study was made as a part of 


a survey to determine the per cap- 
ita cost of local governmental ser- 
vices in three groups of Wisconsin 
counties, the wealthiest, the inter- 
mediate group, including some of 
the northern 
and central group, 


and the poorest, mostly the north-1 
ern cut-over fringe of the state.

It was found that local govern- j 


mental service* vary in cost in al- 
most direct ratio to the number of 
rural residents, the heavily popu- 
lated counties reporting the lowest 
cost per capita. 


Only Winnebigo county among 


Outagamie county's neighbors in 
the wealthier group bettered Outa- 
gamie county's showing, reporting 
highways at only 1.8 miles per 10 
farms. 


Outagamie county has 782 miles 


of local rural roads and its 129 ru- 
ral schools serve 10,566 rural pu- 
pils, it was shown. 


How local 
governmental costs 


vary between the state economic 
districts can be shown by the fol- 
lowing figures, beginning in the in- 
termediate group of counties.

consin have joined with the senators from 
Minnesota, Wyoming, Iowa, North and 
South Dakota, Montana and Colorado to 
introduce an amendment to insure the ap- 
propriation of $6,000,000 to be spent in the 
control of grasshoppers 
and Mormon 


crickets. This is the amount asked by the 
bureau of entomology of the Department 
of Agriculture. The bureau of the budget 
cut the request to $3,400,000 and House 
committee on appropriations cut it further 
to $2,000,000. In the House Wisconsin rep- 
resentatives made an effort to have the 
appropriation restored but failed. 


Arguing for the appropriation in the 


House, Representative Merlin Hull de- 
clared that the damage by grasshoppers 
in Wisconsin and Minnesota alone ran be- 
'tween $25,000,000 and $40,000,000 in 1935, 
and reached similar proportions again in 
1937. 
"Losses suffered by grasshopper 


invasions in Wisconsin in recent years ex- 
•ceeded by far the amountr received from- 
the Triple A," Rep. Hull declared, and ex- 
' pressed the opinion--that many Wisconsin 
5 fanners would prefer "the7* fund io' fight - 
-grasshoppers to''the' benefits^ of the,Agri7 
' cultural Adjustment Administration. 


The Wisconsin congressmen"- are on

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Public Opinion Is Uncertain 


About Proper Defense Policy 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER 


Washington—Several hundred intelligent women who gather here for 


their annual "Conference on the Cause and Cure of War" always have- 
felt confident before that they knew the answers. This year their meet- 
ing is as pessimistic and bewildered as American public sentiment is. 


Once they were sure that collective action through the League of Na- 


tions was the way to world order. Once it was the 
Kellogg-Briand pact, under which practically every 
nation pledged itself not to resort to war as an instru- 
ment of national policy, that held promise of doing 
the job. 


Now these women reflect the disillusioned and baf- 


fled state of the democratic nations, just as the stock 
markets and the groping utterances of the statesmen 
reflect it. 


Roosevelt is throwing out feelers from time to time, 


and.is making tentative gestures, in the direction of 
our coming to the aid—with measures short of war, as 
he put it in his recent annual message—of the demo- 
cratic nations against the aggressors. In contrast, Re- 
publicans, through their joint house policy committee 
on national defense and through numerous utterances 


Raymond Clapper Of various spokesmen, are moving in the direction of 
* campaign lor isolation and insulation, for keer/ing out of foreign 
quarrels. - 
This division as yet is vague and uncrystallized, but it appears to be 


slowly taking shape. 
Public opinion is so uncertain that it seems as if our democratic pro- 


cess would be facilitated by direct- 
ing consideration more sharply to 
this* question of what role we as a 
nation want to play. Until we gather 
some sense of direction, a fairly 
conclusive indication as to which 
way, 
the country thinks it is wise to 


move, we cannot shape our national 
defenses intelligently. Congress is 
the natural sounding board, and a 
joint committee composed of lead- 
ing-members of .the various com- 
mittees concerned, would provide 
the 'vehicle for such discussion. 


Frequently it is said that these 


are not questions which can be 
discussed frankly and openly. That 
attitude is a hangover from the 
old days when governments were 
cautious in what they said. This is 
the day of frank and brutal dis- 
cussion. 


Heads of governments now hurl 


words that half a century ago would 
have provoked war. There is no 
reason for secrecy in our govern- 
ment as to policy. Nowadays sec- 
recy keeps information from no 
one except the public. Other gov- 


ernments htve ways of finding out 
what is going on. It is posilble and

of which you will also find in the 
dispatches of the newsoapcrs—pub- 
lic opinion has its right to be in- 
formed and to reach its conclusions. 
That may not be Hitler's way o( 
doing things, but it is supposed to 
be ours.

As General Johnson says, bluffs 


don't work unless the bluffer is 
ready, able and willing to make 
good his bluff. Any American for- 
eign policy based on bluff, on try- 
ing to fool other powers, and de- 
cided in tbe hot-house of the admin- 
istration instead of in the open 
court of public opinion, isn't an 
American foreign policy at all and 
rests on as treacherous a foundation 
as Wilson's League of Nations.

New York—The University of Notre Dame has published a scries of 


five lectures on "The Morality of the Newspaper," given by Richard Reid, 
of Augusta, Ga., editor of The Bulletin, a Catholic publication. They arc 
thoughtful, interesting discussions, and newspapermen, will find in them 
paragraphs of criticism and warning which should be taken to heart. 


But, although Mr. Reid writes from experience, it 


seems to me that he has fallen behind the times, for 
he speaks of yellow journalism as though it were 
characteristic of the American press today, whereas 
it is my impression that yellow journalism has been 
on the wane for years and is now almost extinct. 
This probably calls for a definition of yellow journal- 
ism—to big a topic for a compact discussion—but Mr. 
Reid sites matters which may be used as points of 
debate.« 


He says that the emphasizing of public enemy No. 


1 and his criminal exploits created many local coun- 
terparts, many of whom made records of murder and 
armed robbery before their careers of crime were 
ended.

I suggest that Mr. Reid is behind 


the times, because much of the press 
of this country has deliberately 
avoided the glorification of the 
hoodlum or public enemy for some 
years as a matter of editorial poli- 
cy. Publication of news of the 
crimes of those criminals known as 
public enemies is another matter.

GET UP AT NIGHT?

Indian children were cherished 


and reared carefully to lit into the 
life pattern of their race. 


Thc very new baby was bathed 


in beaver oil and wrapped in rabbit 


skins with thc 
fur next to its 
body, and cat- 
tail fluff, which 
women collect- 
ed each season 
lor the purpose, 
was '• packed all 
around his body 
inside thc fur. 
Then 
he was 


put into a sec- 
ond 
wrapping 


of 
deerskin a 


part of which 
had been spe- 
cially 
stiffened 


to support 
his 


back. Each eve- 


ning he was taken out of his wrap- 
pings and bathed' beside the wig- 
wam fire, fresh down was placed 
around him, and he was wrapped 
up again. His grandmother, or some 
other relative took this care of him. 


In two or three weeks he was 


placed in the cradleboard. 
This 


contrivances was made equally of 
baswood. A board about 27 inches 
long and 12 wide was hewn out. 
with a detachable curved foot rest 
attached, against which the baby 
could press his feet and which 
aided in keeping his wrappings se- 
cure. 
Another curved 
piece of 


wood was fixed at the opcsite end 
of the board at right angles to it 
to protect the baby's head and to 
hold up over him such coverings 
as the mother deemed 
wise -to 


shield the baby from wind, sun- 
glare, or cold. 
Fastened to the 


back of this board nea»- the top 
were heavy buckskin thongs used 
to hold the board against the moth- 
er's back either by being placed 
around her arms, across her breast 
or her forehead. By means of these 
thongs she could also bans the 
cradle to a wigwam pole or a tree 
where the child 
would be safe 


while she went about hc-r woik. 
This may have been the 
cradle 


meant in the song. '3lock-a-bye 
baby., in the tree top3—or was that 
a bird's nest? In any event, the 
Indian mother was very particular 
about selecting a "bough that would 
not break."

Often during the ,day she took 


the baby from the cradleboard" and 
each evening bathed him with oil. 
exercised him. and wrapped him up 
clean and warm again.- Exercising 
each night beside the fire and in 
the summer in the sun, he learned 
to creep, to stand and walk. Then 
his cradleboard was put away for 
the next baby. 


The Indian baby was breast-fed. 


If anything happened to his mother 
so that she could riot feed him in 
this way, there was always some 
other mother with a little nursing 
baby in the village and she gladly 
shared with the less fortunate. Be- 
fore he was weaned, the Indian 
baby had been eating venison and 
fish broths, mush made of corn or 
wild rice, and maple sugar. When 
weaned, he began to chew tough 
foods and to gnaw meat from bones. 


He had strong white teeth, straight 
legs and a straight back, and was 
no longer "babied." 


Cold Water Dips 


From the time they were A year 


old, Indian children had a morning 
dip in cold water. Sometimes thc 
ice had to be broken for the pur- 
pose. Before they were old enough 
to run to get warm after this rather 
Spartan 
activity, 
their mothers 


spatted and rubbed them as they 
held them close to the hearth fire. 
Very early in life they began to 
have small tasks to perform. The 
boys of the village gathered regu- 
larly to learn irom the old men how 
to make bows and arrows and to 
chip arrowheads with the 
bone 


flaker; how to make various tools 
of stone, awls, knives, hatchets, 
hoes, and hammers; how to make 
traps and snares and fish wiers; 
how to make bone needles and fish 
books: how to make the dug-out 
canoes. (Birch bark canoes were 
not used much by the Menominecs 
for they had to travel the rivers 
hazardous with rapids, waterfalls, 
and jutting rocky banks perilous 
to the frail bark craft.) They learn- 
ed scouting, trail making, and plant 
and animal lore. 


Girls were taught by their moth- 


ers and grandmothers. The prepar- 
ation of skins for the many home 
and garment uses was one of the 
most important duties. The mak- 
ing of clothes and robes, or mats 
and bags, of birchbark containers, 
of pottery and wooden utensils had 
to be learned by every Indian girl, 
as well as how to cook. She was 
tau§ht the medicine value of plants 
[and how to prepare healing salves, 
jteas. tonics, and antiseptic washes. 
'Mornings were devoted to this sort 
' of 'vocational training* in the In- 
dian villages. 
In the afternoons, 


games were played in which all 
boys and girls joined together. Too, 
Indian children had their pets, a 
tame squirrel, crow, even mice, and 
their 
playthings were conies of 


larger articles used by their par- 
ents. Dolls carved of wood or made 
of buckskin and stuffed with "liber, 
with painted faces and real hair, 
or fashioned of corn husks, were 
cherished possessions of the little 
girls; and a small bow and a set of 
arrows made by the grandfather 
as he told tales of.-his youth 


j brought pride to every boy and 
made him anxious to take "his place 
among the men of the tribe when 
he should have learned enough. 


There were many ceremonies and 


customs which centered around the 
significance of names, of omens and 
charms." affecting 
the welfare of 


children. Some of these we shall 
describe in our next column.

I did not expect a great many cor- 


rect answers to this question, hence 
was surprised when at first glance 
it appeared that a substantial num- 
ber of examinees had selected five 
hearts. On closer perusal, however, 
I learned the surprising fact that 
slmost all of these answers were 
based on .the • assumption 
that 


North's four heart bid was an- ask- 
ing bid and that a five heart re- 
sponse would be the conventional, 
first round control-showing answer. 
I am pleased to find that asking 
bids still are being extensively used, 
but actually they had no place in 
this examination. I took it 
for 


granted that readers would realize 
that if I wanted to pose any ques- 
tion based on an asking bid I would 
certainly state the fact. So as not 
to confuse the issue I used no ask- 
ing bids nor any responses based 
en the same in the entire examina- 
tion. Thus, in question 50, North's 
four heart bid was not a conven- 
tional asking bid and South's pre- 
scribed five heart free response 
could not be an answer to an asking 
bid. It was a rare, but logical. u*e 
of a cue bid in a partner's suit. In 
the official answer I pointed out 
that if South really "liked" four 
hearts he would redouble. Hence, 
here was the opportunity to show 
a sort of negative liking for hearts 
which could only be considered 
as the ability to control the suit.

Build Up Health of Child 


Before Visiting Specialist 


BY ANCELO PATKI 


'My daughter. Helen, thirteen years old, Is a dfcturbin* influence In 


the family. She is next to the youngest of four children. The others are 
easy to get along with, not that they are perfect, either, but certainly they 
are not like Helen. 


'•Nothing pleases Helen. Her new dress is not as good as her sister's, 


although she selected it herself. She didn't get a fair chanc in the'game 
although she was given the handicap she asked for, and treated gener- 
ously all through. She grumbles about us all and says we never think 
about her feelings, only about our own, although she does not allow us to 
think about anything or anybody but her, so persistent is her grouching. 


The same report comes from school. She does her work to a passing 


standard, and a little more. But she is very unhappy, and makes every- 
body else miserable. She is the one dark spot in our home. Would a visit 
to a psychoanalyst help her?" 


One visit to the specialist would do no good. He could not do more 


than see the surface of the child in one visit. The services of such an ex- 
pert are very expensive because they must be rendered through a long 
period.of time, as a usual thing. One essential to good results is the full 
cooperation of the patient, and that 
requires time and patient study on 
the expert's -part. And real psycho- 
analysts are scarce and hard to find. 


Apart'from those difficulties there 


is this one. The human mind is a 
mystery 
even to the 
experts. 


Strange and terrible forces dwell in 
it and unless the analyst is expert, 
exceptionally skilled,. exceptionally 
experienced, harm to the patient is 
more than likely to result. Every- 
body who calls himself an expert in 
Ihe field of mental health is not ex- 
actly that in practical sense. Better 
try to build up the physical health 
of such a child first, better have the 
'amily doctor, and the child spccial- 
st who have devoted their lives to 
the treatment of ailing children see 
what they can do. Add to their 
;trength the understanding of the 
experienced, able teacher, and there 
s every possibility that this child 
can be helped. Unless there is men- 
al illness, disease, treatment will 
soon cure the trouble. If there is 
•uch illness the psychiatrist can take 
charge, still aided by the doctor, the 
child specialist and the teacher. 


The first step in such a situation 


is to win the child to wish to be dif- 
ferent. This is something that the 
group of experts I have listed are 
usually able to do. The family are 
rarely able to accomplish this be- 
cause they have not the power of 
stimulation to win applause that the 
outsiders, these people clothed with 
authority, have for such a child. 
The family do not applaud, and 
when they try the patient feels their 
effort and discounts it. Strangers al- 
ways can do more. 


Often we find that there is some 


physical defect at the root of the 
behavior. Sometimes we find that 
there is a clash of personalities in 
the family and this badly-adjusted 
child would do better apart from 
them for a time. Absence brings re- 
lief to everybody concerned and 
hastens the cure.

pair of eyeglasses,

EARLY DOLLARS 


In old pirate 
talcs, 
we 
read 


about 
"picccs-of-clght." 
Strange 


as it may seem, there were men— 
or beings in the shape of men— 
who were willing to kill people in 
order to steal pieces-of-cight. 


I have a small collection of old 


money, and in it is a piccc-of-cight 
It's just a silver coin, with an ugly 
looking picture of a Spanish king 
of one side. It is about the size of 
one of our silver dollars, and, is 
dated 1787. The pirates did most of 
their work before that date, but 
they were after silver coins of the 
same type. 


On left side, two pieces-of-eight. 


Right side, front and back of a 
"thaler", or early dollar. 
A piece-of-eight was so called 


because it was worth eight reals. 
A real was a silver coin of Spam, 
worth about 12 cents. Early Eng- 
lish colonists in North 
America! 


made wide use of pieces-of -eight ! 
in carrying on their trade. 
j 


The piece-of-eight came to be| 


called a "dollar" because it was of | 
about the same size and weight as] 
the "thaler," a silver weight com- 
mon in 
some parts 
of 
Europe. 


"Thaler" was pronounced "toller,", 
rhyming with dollar. 


The story of the dollar goes back 


more than four centuries. In 1516 
a rich silver mine was found in a 
valley of Bohemia. The valley was 
known as "Joachim's dale." 


The Count of Schlick quickly 


took over the mine, and" inside of I 
two years he ordered his workers' 
to turn the silver into one-ounce 
coins. For a long time the coins 
were called by a name meaning 
"Joachim's valley pieces." Later the I 
Joachim" was left out of the name 
and the coins w ere known simply 
as "thalers." 


The use of the 
thaler 
spread j 


through northern Germany, and ' 
into Holland. In Holland the spell- ! 
ing of the coin's name was changed 
ed 'daler." Dutch colonists in New 
Amsterdam 
(early 
New 
York) 


played an important part in bring- 
ing the word daler. or dollar, into 
common use in the colonies. After 
the name was given to the Spanish 
piece-of-eight. is was applied to 
the main national coin of the Uni- 
ted States. 


We do not know clearly how the 


dollar sign happened to come into 
use. It may have been borrowed 
from the signs on one side of a 
piece-of-eight. Perhaps more like- 
ly it came from putting "U" and 
"S", the initials of the 
United 


States, one 
over the 
other, and 


leaving out the bottom t>art of the 
"U."

sorrowfully back into her den and 
sought comfort in her two puppies, 
a guinea pig squealed delightedly, 
a rabbit raised long ears in com- 
placent curiosity, and a 2-quart jar 
of pine snake rattled on a top shelf. 


This all took place the other af- 


ternoon in the shed behind 
the 


home of lawrence J. Gonnering, 
who is the ruler of Freedom's ani- 
mal kingdom. It took place while a 
newspaper photographer was trying 
to pose Gonnering and his wards for 
a picture. 


About the only living thing the 


shed doesn't house is an anteater 
and Gonnering never happened to 
run into one that had emigrated 
from its native habitat in 
South 


America. But Gonnering has run 
into lots of other animals and he has 
induced a great many of them, eith- 
er through strategy or outright pur- 
chase, to come and live in his shed. 


Considering its 
comparatively 


small dimensions, it's probably the 
most entertaining shed in the Fox 
river valley. 
It is different from 


most sheds in villages the size of 
Freedom, for what coal or wood 
that lies therein is decidedly of sec- 
ond-rate importance. 


Supplies Labs 


Gonnering acts as supply sergeant 


for laboratories and hospitals all the 
way from Fond du Lac to Chicago 
and besides that, he likes animals, a 
trait that explains the presence of 
the two St Bernards. It is clear that 
a dog this size would be only a men- 
ace in a laboratory where his sham- 
bling awkardness could onl;- cause 
the worst kind of havoc among such 
frailities as test tubes. 


A tag which is attached to crates 


of living things that 
Gonnering 


ships out explains his particular oc- 
cupation. Listed on that tag as fhs 


stock in which he deals are live 
frogs, turtles, crawfish, minnows, 
rabbits, guinea pigs, and biological 
supplies. 


Don't get the idea that the con- 


fused scene described earlier- is a 
daily routine in Gonnering's shed. 
Usually the guinea pigs, the goats, 
the St. Bernards, the rabbits, the 
cats, and the canned pine snake get 
along smoothly. But having their 
picture taken was a milestone in 
their career and it is not hard to 
understand why they should get a 
bit flurried. 


Crowded 


Although the shed appeared to the 


casual spectator to be about 
as 


crowded as a small-town bandbox 
holding the United States Navy 
band, Gonnering remarked 
that 


winter time is a "slack season", a 
time when his animal kingdom's 
population is at its low ebb. 


In the summer time the place be- 


comes even more informal, with the 
arrival of turtles, crawfish, worms, 
minnows, frogs, and various strains 
of insects. 


Gonnering is not a collector of 


odd items. He has a definite busi- 
ness aim in acquiring a shed full of 
squealing things and every time he 
ships another crate full or jar full 
of stuff to the cities, he knows he's 
hit his mark. 


House cats, for examples. Gon- 


nering buys them from people who 
don't want them; now and then he 
picks up a stray that is obviously 
unhappy. He sells them to labora- 
tories for experimentation and tests 
in syphilis, he says. He had a crate 
of cats all nailed together to send 
out just the other day. 


Cats Cause Trouble 


This particular line of his mer- 


chandise is about the only one that 
causes him trouble. When one of 
his two handsome goats eats all the 


interior decorating (cardboard) off 
the wall, 
Gonnering only 
puts 


more on. That's simple. 


With cats, it's different. Now and 


then he collides with, a housewife 
whose cat is missing and who has 
suddenly remembered Gonnering 
and his shed. 


"Yes, every now and then I have 


women running in here looking for 
their cats," Gonnering says. "You 
see, sometimes they have reason to, 
because although I'm 
interested 


only in those that aren't wanted, 
kids like to make a deal now and 
then and occasionally they pick up 
a pet." 


Markets 


Here's some more dope on what 


he does with his animated merchan- 
dise: 


The white mice, (who seem to 


have a great time in their cages) 
cats, guinea pigs, rabbits, and frogs 
go to laboratories where they per- 
form a wide and meritorious ser- 
vice for mankind. To give an idea 
of the volume of the business, Gon- 
nering ships out about 25 or 30 cats 
a week. He has 40 different labora- 
tories and hospitals on his address 
list 


Gonnernig also sells frogs for 


bait or ships them to cities where 
their legs become delicacies. In the 
summer when the creeks are run- 
ning free and there is life wrig- 
gling and crawling along the banks, 
Gonnering catches 
turtles 
and 


sends them away to be liquidated 
into soup. He also has a ready mar- 
ket for live bats, which he catches 
in old buildings during the night 
or asleep on twigs of trees'during 
the day. 


They Bite 


Bats bite, Gonnering says. 
"I always wear gloves when Tm 


out hunting them.'1 


He rates cats, guinea pigs, mice.

"Our hands are in almost con- 


stant contact with articles of one 
kind or another, and consequently 
germs are picked up. Some of the 
germs may be of a typ« that caurc 
infection and disease, and when 
the hands come in contact .with 
the mouth during the day, a quick 
means of transportation of these 
germs into our bodies is provided. 
A thorough washing, in 
fact a 


scrubbing, of the hands with soap 
and warm water before food is 
handled, will reduce the chances of 
germs being carried into our bodies.
